In the four years that have passed since

Miss Simpson’s Career in Chicago. 

Miss Simpson's career in Chicago has been 
a striking one. On the strength of her al- 
leged family connections she was received 
into the home of prominent Southern fam- 
ilies residing in the city. She was admitted 
also into the Cypher club. — 

Miss Simpson's representations as to her 
family connection are contested. Dispatches 
from Vincennes, Ind., state that a woman 
of her name is the divorced wife of a prom- 
inent young business-man there, while ad- 
vices from Louisville state that a year ago 
a woman of her name was accused of 
swindling Herman’ Straus, the dry goods 
merchant, but the case was dismissed. This 
woman hailed from Vincennes. There is no 
such bank official in Louisville as Presi- 
dent Simpson of the Third National Bank. 

A week ago Miss Simpson was introduced 
to Mrs. Lawton, a purchasing agent. Be- 
lieving that the young woman was the owner 
of the Louisville Opera-House and the 
daughter of the President of a bank there, 
and possessed: of other means, Mrs. Lawton 
got her credit at Marshall Field's, While 
in the latter store in company with the 
young woman on Thursday afternoon, how- 
ever, Mrs. Lawton was called aside by a 
patron of the house and. given information 
that led her to believe all was not right with 
her client, andvyesterday morning the return 
of the goods was demanded, with the result 
stated. Mandel Bros. also recovered from 
the young woman a considerable bill of 
goods that had been ordered of them, the 
goods being surrendered without objection 
by Miss Simpscn to a constable sent by the 
rm.

Rvery- 
thing on wheels, from farm wagons to fash- 
lonable traps, was impressed, and every 
horse, mule, and Chinaman in the path was 
commandeered. The Japanese had cows 
bearing packs and the Russians had camels. 
Chinamen pulled the carts and staggered 
under heavy packs, the soldiers cursing and 
beating them. Several dropped dead. Two 
hundred junks and scows bearing munitions 
were towed up the river by coolies. 
Had the Chinese taken/the offensive most 
of the transportation might easily have been 
captured and cut to pieces by small flanking 
parties.

The government of the United States re- 
ceives with much satisfaction the reiterated 
statement that Russia has no designs of 
territorial acquisition in China, and that, 
equally with the other powers now operating 
in China, Russia has sought the safety of 
her legation in Pekin, and to help the Chi- 
nese government to repress the existing 
troubles. 

The same purposes have moved and will 
continue to control the government of the 
United States, and the frank declarations 
of Russia in this regard are in accord with 
those made to the United States by the 
other powers. 

“All the powers, therefore, having dis- 


China, and now that adherence thereto has 
been renewed since relief has reached 
Pekin, it ought not to be difficult by con- 
current action through negotiations to 
reach an amicable settlement with China by 
which the treaty rights of all the powers will 
be secured for the future, the open door as- 
sured, the interests and property of foreign 
Atizens conserved, and full reparation made 
for wrongs and injuries suffered by them. 
“So far as we are advised, the greater 
part of China is at peace and earnestly de- 
sires to protect the life and property of all 
foreigners, and in several of the provinces 
active and successful efforts to suppress the 
Boxers have been taken by the Viceroys, to 
whom we have extended encouragement 
through our Consuls and naval officers. 
These present good relations should be pro- 
moted for the peace of China. 


Adheres to Original Policy. 
While we agree that the immediate object 


the Ministers at ‘Pekin, has been accom- 
plished, there still remain the other pur- 
poses whieh all the powers have in com- 
mon, which are referred to in the communi- 
cation of the Russian Charge and 
which were specifically enumerated in our 
note to the Powers of July 8. 

“These are: . To afford all possible pro- 
tection everywhere in China to foreign life. 
and property; to guard and protect all legiti- 
mate foreign interests; to aid in preventing 
the spread of the disorders to other provinces 
of the empire, and a recurrence of such dis- 
orders, and to seek a solution which may 
bring about permanent safety and peace to 
China, preserve .Chinese territorial and ad- 
ministrative entity, protect all rights guar- 
anteed by treaty and international law to 
friendly powers, and safeguard for the world 
the principle of equal and impartial trade 
with all parts of the Chinese empire. 

In our opinion these purposes could best 


under a definite understanding between the 
powers until the Chinese government shall 
have been reéstablished and shall be in a 
position to enter into new treaties with 
adequate provisions for reparation and guar- 
antees of future protection. With the es- 
tablishment and recognition of such au- 
thority, the United States wpuld wish to 
withdraw its military forces from Pekin and 
remit to the processes of peaceful negotia- 
tion our just demands. . 


To Withdraw from Pekin. 


We consider, however, that a continued 
produce the desired result, unless all the 


of purpose. Any power which determines to 
withdraw its troops from Pekin will neces- 
sarily proceed thereafter to protect its in- 
terests;in China by its own method, and we 
think that this would make a general with- 
drawal expedient. „ 

As to the time and manner of with- 
drawal, we thisk that, in view of the imper- 
fect knowledge of the military situation re- 
sulting from the interruptions of telegraphic 
communication, the several military com- 
manders at Pekin should bé instructed to 
confer and agree together upon the with- 
drawal as a concerted movement, as they 
agreed upon the advance. 

‘* The result of these considerations is that 
unless there is such a general expression 
by the powers in favor of continued occu- 
pation as to modify the views expressed by 
the government of Russia and lead to a gen- 
eral agreement fomcontinued occupation we 
shall give instructions to the commander of 
the American forces in China to withdraw 
our troops from Pekin after due conference 
with the other commanders as to the time 
and manner of withdrawal. 

“The government of the United States is 
much gratified by the assurance given by 
Russia that the occupation of New Chwang 
is for military purposes incidental to the 
military steps for the security of the Rus- 
sian border provinces menaced by the Chi- 
nese, and that as soon as order shall bé re- 
established Russia will retire her troops 
from those places if the action of the other 
powers be not an obstacle thereto. 

No obstacle in this regard can arise 
through any action of the United States, 
whose policy is fixed und has been repeated- 
ly proclaimed. 

ou will communicate the foregoing to 
ye Minister of Foreign Affairs and invite 
rly consideration and response.

POINTS IN CZAR’S PLAN. 


Explained That All Allies Are 
Expected to Leave Capital 
Together. 


TEXT OF AGREEMENT PUBLIC 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—[Special.]—It 
is estimated the cost to thig government of 
the trouble in China will amount to $15,000,- 
000. This is the estimate placed upon the 
expense of sending warships to Chinese 
waters, of placing marines and blue jackets 
on shore in China, and dispatching troaps 
to the Chinese capital. 

‘The estimate is regarded as a conservative 


| one, and is made by an official who is ina 


position to know of the great cost of carrying 
out the American part.of the allied scheme 
for relieving the besieged foreigners at 
Pekin. 

The cost of transportation is, of course, 
the largest item, since the government util- 
ized ali the facilities at its command in set- 
ting troops from the Philippines and this 
country into China. ‘ 

The Lost of equipment comes next. Most 
of the material was purchased under an 
emergency and in the open market, with 
little competition, and the government, in 
view of the urgency of the demand and the 
possibility of further trouble, was not able 
to ask for bids and take advantage of a drop 
in prices. | 

The cost of maintaining the forces in China 
is greater than it would be in any other 
territory outside of this country. Nearly 
everything has to be taken from the outside 
and usually from a great distance. Special 
arrangements had to be made for the com- 
fort of the troops, such as the purchase of 
fuel pots for the army and stoves so coal as 
well as wood might be used. The army has 
been Obliged to build large storehouses, 4 
fact not commonly known, at or near Taku, 
for the keeping of its reserve supplies and its 
provisions. 
This and other unusual items of expense 
will bring the final cost of the Chinese ex- 
pedition to a high figure. By the time the 
allied forcés have withdrawn from China the 
expenses of this government incidental to 
the Chinese war will be $15,000,000 and may 
reach nearly $20,000,000. 


Correspondence Made Public. 


Acting Secretary Adee today made public 
the correspondence between the United 
States and Russia with reference to the 
withdrawal of the troops from Pekin, with 
a view to inducing the Emperor to return 
to the capital and restore orderin China. It 
will be noticed that this officlal correspond- 
ence confirms in every respect the dis- 
patches published in THs TRIBUNE yester- 
day and today. 

Secretary Root, who is practically at the 
head of the State department in the ab- 
sence of Secretary Hay, is the authority for 
the statement that Russia does not intend 
to withdraw its troops from China but will 
remove them from Pekin to New Chwang, 
which is now in possession of the Russian. 
forces. While Russia has already with- 
drawn its Minister, it is not believed the 
Russian troops will be recalled from Pekin 
until there is concerted action by the powers. 


Powers Must Act Together. 


The United States points out the danger of 
one nation withdrawing until the others dq | 
so, and dwells upon the importance of the 
allies remaining in Pekin under a definite 
understanding until the Chinese government 


enter into new tregsies with adequate pro- 

vision for atl: co, and guarantees of | 
future protection. 

With the establishment and recognition of 

such authority the United States will with- 

draw its military force from Pekin and de- 

pend upon diplomatic negotiations to solve 

the problem growing out of the uprising. 

The United States is willing to maintain its 
troops in Pekin as long as there is concerted 
action, but when the troops of one nation 
are withdrawn a conference will be held be-. 
tween the remaining commanders and Gen- 
eral Chaffee will inform them that he intends 
to leave with his forces and will escort the 
American Minister and all persons under his 
protection to Tien Tsin. 

It is believed, however, that a conference 
for such a purpose will not be necessary, and 
when the troops of one nation leave Pekin 
the entire body of the allies will leave with 
the Ministers and the foreigners under their 
protection. To General Chaffee, who un- 
doubtedly“fs responsible for the march to 
Pekin, will be given the honor of leading the 
column back to Tien Tsin. 


Allies to Hold Tien Tsin. 


While Mr. De Wollant in his conversation 
with Acting Secretary Adee referred to his 
withdrawal from China, inquiry at the War 
department develops the fact that it is not 
the intention to withdraw entirely from 
China but to mass the allies at Tien Tsin, 
where they will remain until the whole 
situation is cleared up. ; 

Some of the powers have been heard from 
as to the Russian correspondence which was 
furnished them, and Japan has assumed the 
same position as that occupied by the United 
States. France has also made a reply, and, 
while it does not acquiesce to the same 
extent as does Japan, that government will 
eventually join with the United States and 
will agree to recall its troops when the other 
powers do so. 

In the absence of Lord Salisbury, who is 
now on his vacation, the communication 
from Great Britain in regard to the new 
phase of the situation is rather unsatisfac- 
tory, but it is believed that Great Britain 
will be found in line with the United States 
as it has been all along since the Chinese 
problem confronted the nations, 


German Reply Not Ready. 

Germany, in its response, has asked for 
time in which to consider the matter. This 
was expected, as it Was known that the prop- 
osition would not be agreeable to the Kaiser. 
Notwithstanding the delibération of the Ger- 
man government, it is believed that Germany 
Will reluctantly act in strict unison with 
other powers. 
After the governments have had time to 
think the matter over it is believed they will 
withdraw the troops in a body, whichaction 
will simplify matters to a great extent and 
bring the difficult problem to a conclusion.

VIRGINIA MURDOCK IN SIBERIA. 


Missionary Writes of Escaping from 
Pekin and Making Overland Jour- 
ney to the Czar’s Domain. 


A letter from Miss Virginia C. Murdock, a 
medical missionary supported by the Ken- 
wood Evangelical Church, and having many 
friends in Chicago, was received at the head- 
quarters of the Woman's Congregational 
Board of Missions yesterday. It was dated 
at Urga, Mongolia Province, China, July 81, 
and detailed’ the experiences of the writer 
and several of her companions in their flight 
from Pekin across the great Mongolian 
desert, a distance of nearly 500 miles, to 
Siberia, where they Hoped to find refuge. 

The party consisted of Miss Murdock, the 
Rev. and Mrs. W. P. Sprague, the Rev. Mark 
Willlams, the Rev. James H. Roberts, and 
Miss Engh, a teacher, all of whom except 
Miss Murdock were members of the mission 
station at Kalgan, 125 miles northwest of 
Pekin. Miss Murdock was in Pekin at the 
time of the Boxer rising and sought refuge 
at Kalgan, but the missionaries there were 
ordered to leave, and Miss Murdoek accom- 
panied them. 

Forty-nine days were consumed in making 
the journey from Kalgan to the Siberian 
border, where the party finally obtained the 
protection of the Russian Consul. The let- 
ter says: 

The day that I left Pekin I had no idea 
that the, elimax of the trouble was to come 
as it did, and I thought that it probably 
would not reach Kalgan.. The day we start- 
ed I saw the great gates of Pekin close, and 
all who were left behind were prisoners. 
Then followed the burning of Tungcho, 
which we heard of by telegrams when we 
reached Kalgan. When we arrived there a 
great mob was collected before the com- 
pound, which was in charge of Mr. Sprague, 
and we were obliged to force our way 
through the crowd. We had two other 
similar experiences with mobs that day, 
and at night we sought the protection of 
the magistrates. 

“The next day we started from Kalgan 
for Mongolia. The Mongol magistrate of 
the first province through which we had.to 
pass called on us and told us that we could 
not stay in his territory. When we came to 
the next division, Sunoot, the magistrate 
ordered us to move on, and sent two soldi 
with us to watch the wells and draw what 
water we needed; fearing that we would 
poison them. 

„Our next experience was with the Meri- 
gan Wangs, a tribe of Mongols, who refused 
to sell us horses or camels. We are now at 
Urga, where we hoped to remain, but today 
we received an order telling us to go. We 
are at the house and under the protection of 
the Russian Consul, who has given us pass- | 
ports through to Russia and has treated us 
most kindly.”

CITY $900,000. 


Encampment Week Disap- 
pointing to Merchants from 
Commercial Standpoint. 


RAILROADS PROFIT MOST. 


Increased Business of ‘State 
Street Stores Estimated at 
30 Per Cent. 


COMMITTEE FACES DEFICIT.

Merchants yesterday estimated the amount 
ot money spent by visitors in Chicago during 
the encampment week to be $900,000. In 
the estimate the visitors are declared to have 
spent most of their money for food, enter- 
tainment, and street car fare. On the ex- 
pectation that each of the 300,000 visitors 
would spend at least $10, the merchants had 
prepared to do a business of $3,000,000. The 
State street department and retail stores 
claim their business by the encampment to 
be $300,000. This sum represents an increase 
of 30 per cent over the normal business 
of five days, and also the loss of the profits 
of one day occasioned by the parade on 
Tuesday. The increase of $100,000 in the 
business of the street railway and elevated 
roads is claimed to be largely the result of 
= patronage by residents of the 
Deficit in Guaranty Fund. 

The amount of money spent by the visitors 
in entertainments is estimated to be less 
than $100,000. The expenses of the Citizens’ 
committee in preparing entertainment on 
behalf of the city for the visitors as yet have 
not been ascertained. However, it was an- 
nounced yesterday that the committee's in- 
terest in the Coliseum war concerts and 
the firewé@?ks display on the lake front re- 
sulted in a loss to the committee, together 
with a deficit in the guaranty fund, which 
will have to be made up by subscription. 


Explanation of Merchants. 

That 300,000 visitors remained in Chicago 
three days and spent less than $1,000,000 is 
explained by the merchants by the fact that 
60,000 veterans and their friends obtained 
free lodgings in schoolhouses. 


Receipts from Excursions. 

The railroads estimate their receipts from 
excursions to be $1,500,000. This estimate 
is based on the claim that the railroad fare 
to Chicago of each of the 300,000 visitors 
averaged $5. Inasmuch as the business of 
the railroads is extended to all parts of the 
country, the local merchants do not include 
railroad receipts in the estimate of the 
money spent in Chicago. 


Parade Caused a Loss. 


Many people will be surprised that the 
encampment did not bring more than $900,- 
000 to Chicago,“ said H. G. Selfridge, mana- 
ger for Marshall Field & Co. The figures, 
however, are based on receipts estimated as 
accurately as is possible at this time. ‘The 
increase in business of the State:‘street stores 
for the week will be less than $300,000. The 
parade on Tuesday caused q loss, which re- 
duced the business of the week almost to 
its normal condition. During the week the 
crowds to a large extent kept away the. 
regular local business.“ 


Business Increase Disappointing. 

An increase of 30 per cent in the regular 
business was estimated by Manager I. Keim 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co. The amount of 
money spent by the visitors for all purposes 
was between $900,000 and $1,000,000,” said 
Mr. Keim. This business is much less than 
was anticipated. Most of the merchants ex- 
pected that the visitors would spend at leas 
$10 each.“ 


Many Visitors Still Here. 

It is thought by the merchants that vis- 
itors remaining in the city will merease re- 
tail business next week. Chairman J. J. 
Tobias of the Bureau of Information esti- 
mated last night that 30,000 visitors would 
remain in the city over Sunday. Chairman 
R. H. Peters of the Free Quarters commit- 
tee said that of the 21,000 veterans quar- 
tered in schools all but 1,000 had left the 
city.

GOV. CANDLER ASSAILS d. A. R. 


Georgia’s Executive Attacks Veterans’ 
Action in Criticising Southern 
Text Books. 2 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 31.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Allen D. Candler today made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the recent action 
of the G. A. R. at Chicago in condemning 
the alleged sectional teaching of Southern 
school text books: 

It is all rot, got up for political effect. 
The G. A. R. is a side show to the Repub- 
lican party. If its members hope to force or 
induce the people of the South to teach their 
children that the soldiers of the confederacy 
were traitors and that they were engaged 
in a wicked and unprovoked rebellion, they 
will be badly mistaken. They will never 
do it. 

Calls G. A. R. a Machine. 

“The Southern States,“ he continued, 
“support their own schools and they will 
continue to use such text books as they think 
teach the truths of history. This political 
machine called the G. A. R. cannot prevent it. 
We have ten times the cause for complaint 
that they have. The average text book 
writers on their own side misrepresent us 
and our acts and motives much more fre- 
quently than our book makers do them. 
But it is useless to discuss these things 
now.“ 

The Governor said, in closing: We be- 
lieved we were right, and, when overborne 
‘by countless numbers, we laid down our 
arms in good faithand have stood by the 
government in war and in peace and sus- 
tained it wtih our blood and treasure; they 
are still making war on us, but we care lit- 
tle for their attacks. We will continue to 
control our schools and teach our children 
the history of that period as it was, not as 
these partisans who still hate us would 
have It. 


General Gordon Is Milder. 

General J. B. Gordon spoke reluctantly of 
the matter. He said: | 

I think it would have been better for the 
G. A. R. committee to have given tHe name 
pr names of the book or books from which 
the extracts quoted were taken and to have 
named the Southern schools that were using 
those specific books. Without such specific 
Information it is difficult for me to believe 
that any respectable Southern teacher Is 
knowingly using any book that 1s intended 
to perpetuate sectional prejudice in the 
minds of Southern children. 

More than twenty years ago,“ said Gen- 
eral Gordon, with the hearty approval of 
General R. E. Lee, and, I believe, with the 
sanction of our whole people, I made the 
most earnest and persistent efforts to have 
banished from all schools, both of the South 
and of the North, all sectional text books, 
and books which had any taint of bitterness 
against either sectiom were equally con- 


demned. 


Would Eradicate Sectionalism. 

„Every movement made by the United 
Confederate Veterans, of which . organiza- 
tion I have the honor to be commander, dnd 
every recommendation made by our Histor- 
ical committee, have been to find and sustain 
only such books as gave the truth of history 
without the slightest tinge of passion or 
prejudice against either the North or the 
South. I do not hesitate to say in the broad- 
est and most emphatic terms that such is the 
spirit of an overwhelming majority of the 
Southern people.“ 

General Gordon displayed feeling as he 
spoke of the subject. It was a similar af- 
fair in which he was recently involved. He 
has always been considered a strong anti- 
sectionalist.

SUICIDES ARE 
MANY IN AUGUST. 


Last Month Thirty-two Self 
luflieted Deaths Were 
Recorded. 


PROBABLE CAUSE

Coroner’s Books Show Increase 


of Self-Destruction During 
| Hot Season. 


MANY USE CARBOLIC ACID. 


The Coroner’s record for the month just 
closed shows thirty-two successful attempts 
at suicide. This is a record surpassed only 
by one month in the last three years—Au- 
gust, 1899, when forty suicides were entered 
upon the Codroner’s books. 

This unusual record shows that the last 
month sustained the reputation of August 
as a month of suicides: Just why this should 
be so the officials of the Coroner's office are 
not prepared to say, although the extreme 
heat is assigned as a partial cause; but they 
point to the reeord for the well established 
fact that more people snuff out life’s candle 
in August than during any other month of 
the year. | : 

The records for the last month show also 
that, in Chicago at least, carbolic acid is 
growing popular as an agent for ending 
human existence. 

Out of thirty-two suicides in this city dur- 
ing the month ended yesterday poison was 
employed in seventeen cases, and in twelve 
of these the agent was carbolic acid. Three 
of the principals in this long list of tragedies 
eut their throats, two employed the pistol, 
and two jumped from buildings.

Carholic Acid the Favorite Drug. 

Attachés of the Coroner's office say car- 
bolic acid is rapidly becoming the drug of 
suicides. Out of 135 suicides by poison in 
1898 carbolic acid was used in 77. In 1899 
there were 166 suicides by poison, carbolic 
acid being employed in 95, and from the way 
they are going along the carbolic acid route 
this year it appears to have lost none of its 
attractions, 

“Carbolic acid is used more than any 
other drug, said Chief Deputy Dusenberry 
yesterday, not because it is surer or more 
pleasant than anything else, but because any 
one can buy it anywhere without being ques- 
tioned, and because it is cheap. A person 
who makes up his mind to commit suicide 
may not have the price ofa pistol. But he 
knows 10 dents’ worth of carbolic acid wih 
do the business all right enough. 

Women are getting into the habit of 
taking the stuff now. I believe the records 
of this year will show more women than men 
who killed themselves with this terrible 
drug. ae 

Many Deaths from Heat. 

During August the Coroner’s office made 
a new record in the number of cases in- 
vestigated. In the last thirty days 284 cases 
of sudden violent death have been reported, 
and in most of these inquests were held. A 
new mark was reached also in the number 
of deaths due, directly or indirectly, to the 
extreme heat. The number of these was 
close to seventy-five, and most of these 
were reported during the hot spell in the 
early part of August. 

During the last few weeks the number of 
deaths caused by drowning was surprising- 
ly large, and the total for the month was 
twenty-five. The victims in most cases were 


boys who had been seeking relief from the 


hot weather by bathing in the lake. The 
railroads throughout the city were respon- 
sible for a large number of deaths, as the 
total number of persons killed by trains, 
either through suicidal intent or by acci- 
dent, was dlose to 100. 


Hangs Himself to a Tree. 


The body of Charles Lumberg, 554 Forty- 
ninth street, was found hanging to a tree 
near Fifty-fourth street just west of the 
city limits yesterday. He had been missing 
since the first of the week and had been 
dead about two days when found. He was 


29 years old and upmarried. 


TWO WOMEN WOULD END LIVES. 


Mrs. Gourley Wants to Die on Grave of 
Her Son—Freda Dittlen Takes 
Poison. 


Mrs. Annie Gourley, 44 North Maplewood 
avenue, started for Forest Home Cemetery, 
on the banks of the Desplaines River, at 
8 o'clock last evening, after making the 
declaration repeatedly that it was her in- 
tention to take her life upon the grave of 
her son George, who was buried there a 
year ago. | 

At 9 o’clock John Gourley, husband of the 
woman, returned from work and was in- 
formed of his wife's declared determina- 
tion. He hastened to the Warren Avenue 
Police Station and word was telephoned to 
the police officials at Austin, Oak Park, and 
Harlem td look out for and intercept the 
woman. was supposed she took a train 
on the Lake Street Elevated road and two 
policemen from the Austin Station were de- 
tailed at the west terminus of the road. They 
were given an exact description of the wom- 
an and instructed to stop her if she passed 
out of the depot. One officer was detailed 
at the cemetery gate and two assigned to 
patrol the north and east fences of the cem- 
etery. 

Up tol b’clock this morning nothing had 
been seen of Mrs. Gourley by any of the 
policemen, but no search of the cemetery 
had yet been made and the grave of her son 
had not been located. 

The death of Mrs. Gourley’s son was a 
severe bl to her. Six months ago she left 
home, but was intercepted just as she was 
about to efter the grunds. She had a small 
box of argenic in her pocket and would no 
doubt aon taken her own life at the time 


had she not been prevented. 

Yesterday was the first anniversary of the 
death of Her son and she was extremely de- 
spondent. 

Mrs. Freda Dittlen, aged 39 years, wife 
of F. L. Dittlen, 335 West North avenue, 
was found by Park Policeman E. N. Davis 
at 10:30 o'clock last night lying unconscious

MICHABL HICKEY DEAD. 


FORMER CHIEF OF POLICE su- 
CUMBS TO AGE AND ILLNESS. 


> 

Was Known 
He Could Not Recover—First Service 
Soon After Coming to Chicago—Final 
Retirement Over Twenty Years Ago 
Colonel of the Force When It Was 

Organized on Military Basis After 
Labor Troubles in 1877. 


Michael C. Hickey, once Chief of Police, 
and one of Chicago’s old residents, died at 
his residence, 8010 Calumet avenue, at 9 
o’clock last night, aged 70, and will be buried 
on Monday frem St. James’ Catholic Church, 
interment being at Calvary. Mr. Hickey 
had been suffering from a complication of 
stomach and liver troubles for some time, 
Although it was known that he could not 
recover, his death at this time was unex- 
pected. It was only recently that he was 
eonfined to his bed. At 11 a. m. yesterday 
he became unconscious, and in the evening 
he passed away. : 
Michael Carroll Hickey was born in Ir 

land. When only 14 years old he came to 
America, landing in New York City. He 
made his way to Boston and then came 
West, and to Chicago in 1852. His first serv- 
jee in the various municipal branches, with 
which he soon became connected, was as a 
police constable, the name the peace officers 
went under in those times. During the civil 
war it was found necessary to increase the 
number of men in the department, and 
Mr. Hickey became a first sergeant at the 


First Central Station, which then was where 


the Stock Exchange Building now stand. 
He Was promoted to a Captaincy in 1866, 
Hie served at the Armory Station a number 
of years, and during the exciting times fol- 
lowing the fire of 1871 he resigned. During 
Mayor Colvin’s term he reéntered the serv- 
ice and was appointed Captain. In 1875 he 
took the office of General Superintendent, re- 
placing Jacob Rehm. After Mayor Colvin's 
jerm a fight was made for the removal of 
Hickey, but Mayor Colvin's successor stood 
by Him and he retained his post. 


Important Part in Strike Troubles. 
Chief Hickey played a prominent part in 
the strike disorders of 1877. Following this 
the department was reorganized on a mili- 
tary basis and Hickey obtained the title of 


Colonel. The people soon tired of this, 


went back to the old system, and Hickey 
Was succeeded by another man. In all he 
had served twelve years in the department 
and always with credit. | 

Hickey became involved in ‘a number of 
exciting municipal campaigns while a po- 
lice official. The political quarrels af- 
fected every branch of the local govern- 
ment, particularly the Police department. 
Out, of these feuds charges were lodged 


erated. : 

Mr. Hickey did much for his country at the 
breaking. out of the rebellion in addition to 
his police duties. He organized a number of 
regiments and sent them to the front. An 
attempt on his life, in which he receiveda 
dangerous wound in the lung, was the only 
thing that prevented him from enlisting. He 
was shot while sitting on the doorstep of his 
residence on the South Side. Two men, who, 
it is thought, were thieves, who had a grudge 
against him for arresting them, did the 
shooting. After retiring from the, police 
force Hickey became a building contractor, 
but soon left this for a local insurance com- 
pany, of which he was treasurer to the time 
of his death. He is survived by a widow 
and two grown daughters and two sons. 


Old Policemen Remember Him. 


Gus Swanson, night lockup keeper at the 
Central Station, said. last night: 

** Hickey was Captain at the old armory 
on Franklin street when I went there as a 
patroiman. The rank and file liked him and 
the general public with which he came in 
contact was also favorably inclined toward 
him—I mean the business public. Hickey 
managed the police force successfully. He 
retired from service with the appointment 
of Seavey as Genera! Superintendent.” 

Michael Langan, who has been desk ser- 
geant at the Central Station more than fif- 
teen years, said: | 

“Hickey was personally magnetic. The 
men liked him and would work for him. He 
was cheerful and good-natured and always 
had a kind word for every one. It was a 
suggestion made by Hickey that the head 
of the police force be given the title of 
Colonel.“ Hickey was the only chief who 
was known by that title.” ö

PROVES VALUABLE ADJUNCT TO

AFRO-AMERICAN COUNCIL-ENDS. 


Finishes Labors by Adoption of Resolu- 
tions Concerning Recent Outbreak 
Against Negroes in New York. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 31.—The Afro- 
American council concluded its sessions to- 
day, the last feature being an address by 
Booker T. Washington. He confined his re 
marks almost entirely to educational sug- 
gestions for his race. He asserted that 
strife must be avoided and'that friction with 
the whites is unnecessary.

race. were found to be among the chief wie- 
laters of the lew.’ 
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COAL MINER ATTACKED - 
AND ALMOST KILLED BY | 
HIS WEAK-MINDED SON. 


While Working the Imbecile Becomes 


Maniacal and Assaults His Parent 
with a Pick—Desperate Fight En- 
sues, Others Rescuing the Elder. 


Belleville, III., Aug. 81.—[Special.]—John 
Moody, a coal miner, was attacked while 
working in the Brandenburg mine, near this 
place today, by Charles, his 20-year-old son, 
with a pick, and fatally injured. 

The young man is weak-minded, but has 
been working under his father in the mine. 
They were together in one of the rooms of 
the mine today, and the father was stooping 
over, drilling. Charles crept up behind him 
and struck him in the back with a pick with 
all his strength.

The plan now is to make the sole 
agency rule apply in every city and town 
in the country. If such a rule is made Chi- 
cago and the big cities which are now classed 
as “excepted ”’ cities will come under it.

owls made night hideous and startled 
the sleepers with their lugubrious and 
pessimistic prophesying — in fact, they 
hooted at everything and everybody. But 
the most uneasy of all were the loons, who 
made the woods resound with their melan- 
choly moaning over the degeneracy of the 
age, and sent across the plecid waters of 
Tomahawk heartrending. lamentations, 
Somewhat puzzled at this depressing envir- 
onment, I pondered deeply, and earnestly 
sought some solution, but in vain. 

Fortunately, assistance was at hand. To

Under 
the law the rer-ondent in a petition for a 
writ of manda-uas is allowed five days in 
which to prepare his answer before the mat- 
ter can be called up in court. , .

The Hawthorne track is with- 
in the limits of a duly incorporated town, and 


the officers of the corporation should bring 
the initial proceedings.

QUINCY FEELS DISAPPOINTED. 


Population as Given by Census Bureau 
Shows Substantial Gain, but Not as 
Large as Expected. — 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—[Special.]— 

According to the census returns the popula- 


tion of Quincy, III., is 36,252, a gain of 4,758, 
or 15.11 per cent, over 1890, when it was

*Quincy’s gain was only an ordinary one 
when compared with those of previous cen- 
sus reports. In 1890 Quincy had a popula- 
tion of 31,494, a gain of 4,226, or 15.50 per 


cent; in 1880, 27,268, a gain of 3,216, or 18.37 


per cent; in 1870, 24,052, a gain of 10,334, or 
75.38 per cent; in 1860, 13,718, a gain of 6/816, 
or 98.75 per cent; in 1850, 6,906, a gain of 
4,583, or 197.68 per cent: in 1840, 2,819, a gain 
of 2,019, or 678 per cent over 1830, when the 
entire population of Quincy was 300. In 


that year Quincy was the sixty-first city in 


size, but in 1840 it fell to the sixty-aixth 
place, while in 1850 it was the sixtieth city. 
Ten years later it fell two points, and in 1870 
it was found in the fifty-fourth place. In 
1880'it occupied the seventy-third place, but 
at the next census so many cities gained 
more rapidly that Quincy slid down into the 
ninety-sixth place. 823 

The Census bureau announces that the 
population of Covington, Ky., is 42,988, as 
against 37,371 in 1890. This is an increase 
of 5,567, or 14.9 per cent. 

The population of Pawtucket, R. I., as 
given by fhe bureau, is 39,281, against 27,633 
in 1890. This is an increase of 11,598, or 
41.97 per cent. 

Quincy, III., Aug. 31.—[Special.]—The an- 
nouncemem of the Census bureau that the 
population of Quincy is 36,252 is something 
of a disappointment to this city, as it was 
expected that the figures would run to fully 
40,000 or more. ‘There are over 5,000 people 
in unannexed suburbs who are to all prac- 
tical purposes residents of the city.

THE RAILROAD OBJECT LESSON. 

The official report of the Railway and 
Telegraph Employés Political league of Ili- 
nols, issued on Thursday last, concludes 
with the following significant comparative 
statement, showing the amount of compen- 
sation paid to railway employés of the coun- 
try in the years ending June 30, 1805, and

This remarkable increase of nearly seven- 
ty-seven and a half million dollars, paid to 
railroad labor during the year ending in 
June, 1899, is due to the increased prosperity 
resulting from the operation of the Repub- 
lican policy in the last fouryears. It shows 
what railroad men have gained by the elec- 
tion of Mr. McKinley and what they would 
have lost had Mr. Bryan been elected and 
had he carried out his ruinous policy. It 
is equally significant as showing what they 
will lose should Mr. Bryan be elected this 
fall. 

The increased compensation paid to labor 
is also significant from another point of 
view. It has enriched the working force of 
the roads. Of this large increase of $77,- 
459,685, the general officers only take $729,- 
756, and all the remaining officers of vari- 
ous grades but $2,634,516, leaving, $74,095,- 
863 of increased wages earned by engineers, 
firemen, brakemen, conductors, station 
agents, switchmen, shopmen, machinists, 
carpenters, and employés of all other classes. 
The regular working force has taken twen- 
ty-two times more of the increased com- 
pensation than the managing force. 

And this is not all the benefit that has 
come to railroad men from the four years 
of Republican prosperity. The pay-rolls 
of the roads at the close of the fiscal year 
1899 show that the number of regular em- 


Pployés was 928,924, or 143,890 more than 


the number at the corresponding date in 
1895. The increased prosperity of the 
country growing out of the sane and healthy 
business policy of the Republican party has 
necessitated the employment of this largely 
increased number of men, who otherwise 
must have remained idle. In the mean- 
time the gross earnings of the railroads in 
the year ending June 30, 1899, were 8313. 
610,118, an increase as compared to those 
in the year ending June 30, 1895, of $238,- 
238,656. 

Such statistics as these are clear and con- 
vineing indices of the increased prosperity 
of railroads resulting from the wise and 
business-like, policy of the Republican ad- 
ministration. In 1895 the whole country 
was hard up and the raflroad business was 
depressed. Wages were being cut and men 
were constantly being discharged. Had 
Bryan been elected these conditions would 
not only have continned but steadily grown 
worse. The election of Mr. McKinley 
stopped the downward course and saved 
business interests from inevitable bank- 
ruptey and ruin. An Increase in four years 
of 148,890 men employed and of $77,459,635 
paid out in wages, over four-fifths of it to 
the bone and sinew of the working force, 
shows the measure of this prospérity so 
’ far as the railroads are concerned. 

Such figures as these certainly must in- 
duce railroad men not to vote for the 
prophet of adversity, who was pleased with 
the small number of men employed in 1895 
and the small wages paid to them, and who 
cannot look upon the magnificent increase 
of men and wages in 1899 with approval or 
satisfaction. 


THE RUSSIAN PROPOSAL. 

The official statement touching the Chi- 
nese question containing the communica- 
tion of the Russian Charge at Washington 
and the reply of Acting Secretary Adee, 
which has been sent to all our foreign repre- 
sentatives, is both surprising and gratify- 
ing. It is surprising that Russia should 
have made such a proposal, and it is grati- 
fying that the proposal is in line with the 
American policy. In brief, Russia declares 
it has no designs of territorial acquisition 
in China, and that the legations having 
been rescued its troops will be withdrawn 
as soon as order is restored. When the 
Chinese government resumes authority and 
expresses the desire to enter into negotia- 
tions Russia declares itself ready to name 
its representative, and expresses the hope 
| that the United States will share the same 
‘opinion. That the United States shares 
that opinion is evident from the reply of 
Acting Secretary Adee, who says that the 
frank declarations of Russia in this regard 
are in accord with those made to the United 
States by the other powers,” and that when 
order is restored it will join Russia in with- 
drawing its forces and submitting its de 
mands to negotiation. 79 

This action of Russia comes in the nature 
of a surprise. At the outset of the trouble 
in Ohina it was the universal belief that 
Russia would seize upon the Boxer revolu- 
tion and the subsequent attack upon the 
legations as a pretext for territorial acqui- 
sition and the possible partition of the em- 
pire among the powers, and that the United 
States would join with Great Britain in 
resisting, morally, at least, such a scheme. 
No one expected that Russia would be the 
first of the powers to suggest the with- 
drawal of troops from Pekin, to disclaim

any design of territorial acquisition, and to 


express its willingness to te with 
the Chinese government as soon as that 
government was in position todoso. The 
unexpected, however, has happened, and 
Russian diplomacy, it is now apparent, is 
in touch with our own. The drift of cir- 
cumstances has brought the United States 
once more side by side with Russia, while 


Great Britain is suspicious and thinks 


of since the Chinese troubles began, but it 
has come and affairs are moving at last in 
a wise and sensible direetion. 


THE TOTAL POPULATION. — 
From the census returns already an- 
nounced. it appears that the twenty-nine 
‘largest ‘cities in the United States have a 
total population ef 13,243,515, ‘The aver- 
age increasé is over 30 per cent. “If this in- 


‘erease were maintained throughout the 


country it would mean a total population 
ot about 80,000,009, but the cities gain in- 
| habitants more rapidly than the country 
districts. Probably the rural portion of 
New England has gained scarcely anything 
since 1890; Tue great increase in the 
farming communities has been in the cen- 
tral States from Ohio westward to the Da- 
kotas, yet even in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 


doubtedly' been greater than that in the 
country. In neither place has the growth 
been so great as in the phenomenal period 
between 1880 and 1890. It is, therefore, 
evident that the total population will not 
exceed 75,000,000, and probably will falla 
little short of that figure. 
Over one-sixth of all the people in the 
nation live in twenty-nine cities, as shown 
in the following table of new census figures. 
Brooklyn is included in New York: , 


The United States has three cities with 
over 1,000,000 inhabitants, three of the 
500,000 class, five of the 300,000 rank, eight 
with over 200,000, and ten with populations 
between 100,000 and 200,000. The wide 
gap between the first two of these five 
classes is a curious illustration of the fact 
that the largest cities grow most rapidly, 


in the first class it tends to get farther and 
farther beyond the rivalry of those of the 
second class. 
In the rivalry between States New York 
leads, with Greater New York, Buffalo, and 
Rochester. Pennsylvania is second, with 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and Allegheny. 
Illinois is third, with Chicago. Ohio is 
fourth, with Cleveland, Cincinnati, Toledo, 
and Columbus; and Missouri is fifth, with 
St. Louis and Kansas City. The East has 
7,675,291 inhabitants in twelve cities. The 
middle West counts 4,393,708 inhabitants 
in eleven cities. The far West has San 
Francisco and Denver, with 476,641, and 
the South has New Orleans and Louisville, 
with 491,835. To a certain extent these fig- 
ures are fairly representative of the relative 
populations of the different sections named. 


, DECLINING INDUSTRIALS. 

There has been since Aug. 26 last a shrink- 
age of $167,000,000 in the value of the com- 
mon and preferred stock of seventeen large 
industrial companies, which have a total 
capitalization of $1,011,340,000. The in- 
dustries represented by these corporations 
are steel and iron, tinplate, lead, sugar, to- 
bacco, paper, and rubber. Great as is this 
decline in values, it would be greater still 
were the comparison made with the highest 
prices of 1898 or 1899. As it is, there has 
been a decline of 16 per cent from the stock 
market quotations ot one year ago. 

It would be interesting to know who have 
been the sufferers by this fall in selling 
values and what the actual loss will be to 
the present holders of stocks should there 
be no improvement in the condition of the 
market. It is quite possible that a good 
deal of the common stock of some of these 
industrials is held yet by the promoters to 
whom it was given for their services. They 
endeavored to sell it as soon as they got it, 
but were not always successful. Toward 
the close of the consolidation mania the 
market was gorged. Owners of stock which 
cost them nothing fail to make anticipated 
gains when they are unable to sell it for 
what they thought they could. They are no 
poorer than they were, however. dct 

Doubtless much stock has changed hands 
many times during the last year, for the 
shares of the seventeen corporations are the 
subject of continual speculative dealings 
in Wall street. Therefore the loss occa- 
sioned by the fall in prices has been divided 
between a considerable number of persons. 
Those who have lost the most are those who 
bought a year ago, who disliked to sell at a 
loss, and who have held on in the hope of a 
rise, 


through this decline in values, none of it has 
fallen on the poorer classes of the communi- 
ty. They do not put their earnings into the 
stocks of industrials, and when they specu- 
late they do so in other ways. The losers 
have. been the Wall street operators, who 
have bet stocks would go up when they did 
not, and men of means who can afford to 
take chances and have made moderate in- 
vestments in these industrials, They will 
not be distressed by their losses. 

When speculators and men of wealth are 
losers, while the poor escape, Mr. Bryan 
ought to rejoice, for he abominates the for- 
mer. But, while he takes great comfort in 
ruined crops and closed factories and im- 
poverished farmers and workingmen, he 
does not exult over Wall street losses. He 
gloats over a drop in the price of corn or 
cotton. A shrinkage of $167,000,000 in the 
selling value of trust stocks is a matter 


of some moment. It is evidence that the 
“trusts” are not the bosses yet. But it is

IT have been studying psychology at Yale 
for four years, under Professors George T.

For my thesis 
for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy I 
chose the subject, ‘The Psychology of In- 
ebriates,’ having become deeply interested 
in men whom I met in my pastoral work. 

Previous to this I had but infrequently 
used hypnotism. The first time was to try 
to ald a classmate who was ill with a pe- 
culiar malady. I cannot state further what 
that was. Never have I made use of hypnot- 
ism for any purpose save to benefit some one 
physically or as

‘ON STREET RAILWAYS 
BEGINS IN CHICAGO.

Successful Trial Trip Made on One of 
Five New Trolley Cars Which Will 
Serve Evanston and the North Shore 
and Stations on Northwest Side. 

On and after today the residents of por- 
tions of the North and Northwest Sides and 
of Evanston will be able to take advantage 
of a greatly improved mail service, due 
to the establishment of two new electric 
street railway mail routes. A trial trip was 
made over the new routes yesterday by 
Postmaster Gordon and several postal offi- 
cials, which demonstrated that a saving of 
several hours’ time will be effected in han- 
dung mails in the districts named. 

‘Five new street railway postoffices will 
commence making trips over the new mail 
lines this morning. ‘These cars, propelled 
by electricity, will take the place of the old 


cable mail cars which formerly served a 


portion of the territory embraced in the 
districts served by the new lines. Not only 
will the new cars replace the slower cable 
trains, but they will also serve stations 
hi- herto not on the street railway mail lines. 

astters nailed in Evanston before 1:50 p. 
m. will be iigtributed in Chicago on the 
same dev Heretofore the Chicago mails 
closed tvanston shortly after noon. 
Three uddi onal dispatches will afford the 
people of the north shore a more efficient 
service. Mail collected from Evanston will 
be transferred to eight mail trains one day 
earlier than was possible to do under the 
old system. 

Two of the new cars will run on the Mil- 
waukee avenue route. The substitution of 
electric cars for cable cars along this route 
will bring the mails in an hour earlier. 

The new cars are named James A. Sexton, 
g. Corning Judd, Walter C. Newberry, John 
McArthur, and Francis W. Palmer. The 
James A. Sexton was utilized in making 
yesterday's trip. The party left and 
Washington streets at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon. From Washington street the car ran 
north to Kenzie street, to Market street, to 
Division, to Sedgwick, to Halsted, and 
thence north to Evanston. On this trip mail 
will be collected from and delivered to the 
Lake View, Lincoln Park, Ravenswood, 
Edgewater, Rogers Park, and Evanston sta- 
tions. The trip was made in fifty-six min- 
utes and the car returned to the starting 
point in two hours and five minutes. 

After returning the car was switched on 
to the West Side tracks and, crossing the 
Randolph sfreet bridge, proceeded along 
Milwaukee avenue to West Division street. 
From Milwaukee avenue the car ran west 


on Division street to Robey, north to West 


North avenue, thence west to California 

avenue, and * a again to the Logan 
uare tal station.

| shoes, hats, and hardware are features not- 


ed this week. The iron and steel trade, too, 
notes a decided gain in tome and volume 
of sales, though prices, except in a few in- 
stances, harden but slowly. 

“ Clearings, refiecting past business, and 
dormant speculation are small, but railroad 
earnings, reflecting the really heavy actual 
movement in consumption, maintain their 
old gains. Relatively, the most quiet and 
least satisfactory conditions rule in thé pri- 
mary textile markets of the Hast, refiect- 
ing the backward state of next spring’s 
business. Corn crop advices are viewed as 
rather better, because of the ending of the 
late dry, hot spell at the West. Cotton crop 
conditions are still, however, only partial- 
ly defined, and leading State authorities 
are quoted as predicting a short crop. The 
steadiness of staple prices is a feature in the 
present quietness of trade.
